A co nv ict may receiv e o ne v isit a mo nth, fro m a 
relativ e, and must co nv erse thro ugh a plate glass wall by 
means o f a speaking tube. 
“ It’s as near escape-pro o f as any thing can be made,” 
the priso ner adds. 
“ It's the to ughest pen I'v e ev er seen. 
The ho pelessness o f it, gets y o u. 
Al Capo ne feels it. Ev ery ­
